Agreed to withdraw the following authority delegated to the Director 
s£ of Central Intelligence "The Director of Central Intelligence shall op- 
erate within his jurisdiction as an agent of the Secretaries of State, 
War and the Navy, and the necessary authority is hereby delegated by the 
Secretaries of State, War and the Navy to the Director of Central Intel- 
ligence so that his decisions, orders and directives shall- be considered 
as emanating from them and shall have full force and effect as such, pro- 
vided any aggrieved agency may have access to that agency’s Secretary and 
through him to the N.I.A."
